American Commonwealth,M again visit­ 
ed America a short time ago, and now 
in a recent, issue of the Outlook lie 
sums up the changes which have taken 
place since his visit in 1H.N5. 
What 
will appeal to 
most readers most 
strongly is what Mr. Bryce has to say 
on American morals. 
“Th * general moral standard of the 
Unit* <1 States,” he writes, “still ap­ 
pears to me, as it did twenty years 
ago, to be, on the wholes higher than 
that of western Europe. Even in the 
wealthiest class, where luxury weak­ 
ens the sen e of duty and lays men 
and women most open to temptation, 
there are apparently fewer scandals 
than the same class shows elsewhere.

dustrial growth, swift, thirty or forty 
years ig:>, m!\uncos more swiftly now. 
The rural districts are living studded 
with villages, the villages are growing 
Into cities, tin* cities are stretching out 
long arms o suburbs, which follow the 
lines of road and railway in every di­ 
rection. 
“The increase* of wealth, even more 
remarkable than tile increase of pop­ 
ulation, impresses a European more 
deeply now* than ever before because 
the contrast Math Europe is greater. 
Iii America every class seems rich in 
comparison 
with 
the corresponding 
cia s in tho old world. 
The huge for­ 
tunes, the fortunes of those whose in­ 
come reaches or exceeds $ I,(Xx),OOO a 
year, ai# of course far more numerous 
than in any other country. 
“But the absence of pauperism is 
still more remarkable. 
In l*7o I care­ 
fully examined the poor law system of 
two great eastern cities and found 
that, although there were very few 
persons needing or receiving support 
at public expense, tin* number was ex­ 
p e c t e d to grow steadily and quickly tis 
the cities grew. 
Today I am told 
that in these cities pauperism, though 
of course absolutely larger, increases 
mon* slowly than population. 
“ Business is king,” Mr. Bryce o b ­ 
s e r v e s a little further along.

“With this extraordinary material 
development it is natural that, in the

So I pushed 
the timbers a w a y and went through 
the hole as f a s t as I could. 
Yes, it 
seemed like a hundred years to me. 
It’s .i long way through twenty-live 
feet of water for a man who’s out of 
breath pulling timbers away. 
It was s o’clock when we went int > 
the tunnel, and it w a sn ’t twenty min­ 
utes before tile blowout came. There 
were five of us in the heading, Jack 
Slieehy and I on the “apron.” 
The 
apron is a platform for t#e> men to 
reach the tipper part of the shield. 
The shield is fifteen and a half feet 
high and bas doors for digging, and 
the apron stands about half as high. 
Our heads wore about two feet from 
the fop. 
The first break came on the south 
side of the tunnel, and Jack Sheehy 
yelled, “ Bags!
